Another ngint of moro tragic intorest is brougit forward 
in the table of infantile doaths in another dart ef the rovort, 
detailing the preventable diseases which have cauged the deatns of 
15 infants under one yvoar of ase. 

The nunver of casos of Infectioys Diseases notified nas 
&o52aim re: ained low. It has not been necessary to curtail the waver 
Bupoily for a single dav durin; the year, tierainfall, even heavier 
th. n usual, sonerally havin, kent the supply reservoirs quite full. 


On the whole the health of the tirban District has been 
quite good. I would however draw your attention to the fact that 
nearly half the deaths recormied in 1920 were due to respiratory 
diseases. Such a mortality as this pointedly suggests the offeet 
of Brierfield‘s moist atmostphere,

The total number of deaths registered ig the Pistrict 
during the yeer was 85, while 13 persons, usually residing in the 
in the district died dur inj, temporary residence outside the district 
or in public institutions, nm aking tho total number of deaths 
belonging to Brierfiold into 86, "55 of which were males and 45 
females. 

The Annual Death Rate ig 11.1 or a decreaso of .2 on last 
years rato, This rate also compares favourably with the rates for 
three previous years, which vere 16.40, 12.10 and 15.4 respectively; 
it ig also below the mean or the ton years 1910-1919,which is 13.00.
